LONDON", June IS.—A terrible calamity, in- 


volving tho death of ITS children, occurred 
ill Suiidurlund, County Durham, Saturday 
evening. 


From details received, it appears that on- 


turtaiimionts were given in Victoria hall by 
a conjuror, attended almost altogether by 
children—several thousand being iu attond- 
mu'O. 
' Tho accident occurred at tho closo of tha 
performance. 


Tho body oC tho hall had been entirely 


cleared of occupants when some 1,200 of tha 
little ones camo running down stairs from 
the gallery. 


At tho top of the first flight of stairs thora 


was a door which opened Only twenty inches, 
mid thus but ouo child was ponnitsod to pass 
through at a time. 


At this point, while tho mass of childrou 


were pushing forward, one of them fell, ana 
was unable to rise owing to tho othora 
crowding. 


The t-esult was that a groat number wera 


pushed down, trampled on, aud suffocated. 


TUE SCENE WAS TEltlilBLE, 


and no effort could atop tho mad rush of tha 
affrighted children. 


They came on pell-mell, though, strangely, 


without much shouting, and soon ITS woro 
aiocked. down aud suffocated to death by 
others trampling upon them. 


The creator number of bodies, which were 


badly mangled from trampling, laid sovoii or 
eight deep. Many of tho victims aud others 
who woro not killed had their clothing torn 
from their bodies, and this, together with tho 
bleeding bodies of tho unfortunates, shows 
the terrible nature of tho struggle. 


Tho ages of tho ITS children known to b« 


Billed, ranged from -1 to 14 years. 


The excitoaiout in tho toivn when tho iiows 


of tho disaster spread was terrific. 


Great crowds rushed to tho scoiio until 20,- 


000 IKJIT-OOS surrounded tho hall. 


Tho fooling was So intense that tho author- 
ties ordered out tho Sixty-eighth infantry to

Tho work o£ getting out the bodies was bo- 
un immediately.

The most exaggerated ideas prevail in 


many quarters as to the; pain actually 
suffered by animals subjected to vivi- 
section .under the existing law. Nine- 
tenths of' those who swell the cry 
against experiment would be thorough- 
ly, ashamed of themselves if tliey only; 
knew how infinitisimal is the evil that 
distresses them. Dr. Playfair aflirmed, 
on the' authority of the inspectors under 
th"e;'act; that of three hundred experi- 
ments made in 1881 only ten' were at- 
tended with conscious pain. 
Four per 


cent were as painful as tho healing of a 
wound, and in ono per cent tlie pain 
was equal to that of a surgical opera- 
tion. In ninety-five per cent of the cases 
all the animal felt, assuming it to be as 
sensitive .as man—which is au assump- 
tion no observer of animals will readily 
make—was' the pain of such a puncture 
as is made in'vaccir.ation.

vivisection who does not inflict or cause 
to be inflicted for his pleasure or profit
